Fiscal constraints affect 
Newark library services 


NEWARK — Severe fiscal 
problems affecting both Newark 
and New Jersey are forcing The 
Newark Public Library to reduce 
the number of hours that it is 
open, the size of its staff, its bud- 
get for books and recordings, its 
outreach programs, and other ser- 
vices it offers to the community. 

"The library expects to re- 
ceive 1.2 million dollars less than 
it received last year," said Alex 
Boyd, the library's director. "Of 
course, many public libraries 
throughout the country are being 
forced to take similar steps. In 
meeting this fiscal emergency, we 
have made every effort to limit 
the impact of cuts upon the li- 
brary's patrons, but the cuts will 
be painful nonetheless. We have 
worked long hours to develop a 
plan for 1992 that will permit us 
to provide the best service that we 
can provide with the revenue at 
our disposal.” 


The First Avenue, Madison, 
and Mount Vernon branches will 
be closed. Each of the branches 
slated for closing is located in a 
ward of the city that will still be 
served by two other branches. 
The First Avenue branch is lo- 
cated in the North Ward, which is 
also served by the Branch Brook 
and North End branches. The 
Madison branch is located in the 
South Ward, which is also served 
by the Clinton branch and will 
soon be served by the fully-reno- 
vated Weequahic branch. The 
Mount Vernon branch is located 
in the West Ward, which is 
served by the Vailsburg and Ro- 
seville branches. Furthermore, the 
branches to be closed, unlike the 
library's other branches, occupy 
rented quarters. The collection of 
Russian books at Mount Vernon 
will be transferred to Vailsburg, 
and the library's bookmobile will

Mitchell optimistic, El-Amin 
demands lower taxes

PLAINFIELD — The 1992 
Plainfield City Council Reorgani- 

vatiow meeting on January 1st, not‘ 
only welcomed in the New Year, 
but it also welcomed a new coun- 
cil Lange and two new council 
meml 

oe i order of business 
was to have the new council- 
woman-at-large for the first and 
fourth wards, Mrs. Faheemah El- 
Amin and new councilwoman for 
the second ward, Donna Vose 
take their oaths of office. 

The Council then unani- 
mously elected Mrs. El-Amin as 
Council President for 1992 and 
also unanimously elected Donna 
Vose as chairperson of the whole. 
Troy Smith was also elected to 
fill the fourth ward councilman 
seat vacated by Mrs. El-Amin. 
Smith will serve until the 
November general election, when 
the balance of the term, which 
ends December 31, 1993, will be 
up for election. 

Mrs. El-Amin read from a 
prepared statement after the elec- 
tion, thanking her supporters and 
the Council for bestowing their’ 
faith in her to lead the governing 


body in the new year. She also 
said, "This legislative body must 
become one body for the common 
good of the City and its citizens, 
No personal agenda or political 
deal must supersede the-will-of 
ie people. Our paramount goal 
for 1992 must be the lowering of 
the tax burden placed on the 
shoulders of the taxpayers.” 

Also included on the New 
Year's Day agenda was Mayor 
Harold Mitchell's "State of the 
City" address. Mitchell, who did 
not attend the meeting because of 
illness, authorized City Adminis- 
trator Jewel Thompson-Chin to 
deliver the address in his absence. 
In his statement, Mitchell called 
1991 a year of political and eco- 
nomic turmoil, due to the pro- 
longed status of the yet not ap- 
proved 1991-92 budget, but he 
also said he feels that the Council 
and the administration is now on 
the same accord and the situation 
will soon be brought to an end. 
He also said that the City has 
made great strides in improving 
the quality of life and the man- 
agement of government. 

Mitchell cited what he

Troubled relationships between blacks

series on the personal problems that 
exist between black men and 
women.

most rudeness toward you. 

An important point here is that 
they may be angry at someone else, 
but direct their anger at you, since 
you are the only one who is avail- 
able, at a given time. It is for this 
reason that spouses and close ac- 
quaintances receive more 
undeserved abuse than anyone. Per- 
haps the worst kind of individual is 
that person who is extremely inse- 


inadequacy (which is also known as 
insecurity, lack of confidence, nega- 
tive self-image), can cause tremen- 
dous problems in personal relation- 
ships. Inadequate people tend to be 
jealous, envious and resentful of 
those whom they consider to be 
superior to them. It might be said 


intelligent. That 
could be a very “dangerous” person 
because of their ability to plot and 
devise devious schemes to hurt you. 
Avoid this person at all costs. 
Black people are imbued with 
massive doses of personal insecu- 
rity at an early age, as the result of 
negative experiences, one of which 
may be racial discrimination. Even

There weren't any black 
youth involved when 93 people 
were trampled to death in Eng- 
land at the soccer stadium about 
two years ago, when the crowd 
went out of control. 

People losing control, and 
getting caught up in the frenzy is 
the problem. You could be in a 
parade, on a crowded subway 
platform, in a theater, or wher- 
ever, and if some people decide to 
start pushing and shoving, it's 
very easy to get crushed or hurt in 
the melee. That's what happened 
at the basketball/rap event, and 
the people who were at the bot- 
tom of the stairs were crushed and 
suffocated. To save them, indi- 
viduals had to care and, yes, take 
responsibility for their own lives 
as well as that of the people 
around them. That's what being 
civilized ultimately means. 


Rap artists are unfairly re- 
ceiving a lot of bad publicity be- 
cause of this incident. People who 
want to blame the musicians and 
the music use the same argument 
‘that has been used to attack the 
aew trends popping up in each 
zeneration. Rock N Roll was 
criticized when it first exploded 
on the music scene, jazz, blues, 
cock, and now rap music. The 
sriticism has always been when 
some new music has been em- 
oraced by the youth of that time, 
‘hat it would corrupt and destroy 
the morals and minds of the 
young people who listened to it. 
At one time, Chuck Berry, Elvis 
Presley, and the Beatles were 
considered as dangerous as Ice T, 
Heavy D, or Third Bass. Public 
Enemy would probably be nu- 
mero uno on the establishment's 
dangerous list, even though their. 
raps are progressive and positive. 
Their messages center around 
self-enlightenment and self-help, 


so how can they be blamed for 


stupid, selfish, and destructive 
acts on the part of some youths? 
No, the blame shouldn't be 
taken off of the shoulders of the 
individuals who make those con- 
scious decisions to act like wild 
dogs, and uncivilized beasts. We 
should remind our children as 
well as ourselves, that we must 
always resist the actions of mob 
violence.

— Thirty years ago, feuding 
teenage boys might just get into a 
fist fight. Today, teenage boys are 
more likely to die from gunshot 
wounds than from all natural 
causes combined. By the time 
they reach adolescence, many 
children already have experienced 
a level of violence that only com- 
bat soldiers used to know. 

— Until the last decade, un- 
protected sex might lead to preg- 
nancy, but it was not likely to 
lead to death. By March 1991, 
however, more than 34,000 20-to 
29-yearolds had been diagnosed 
with AIDS. The lag time between 
HIV infection and the onset of 
AIDS suggests that many of these 
young adults were infected with 
the fatal disease as teens. 

All these disturbing figures 
makes you wonder if our children 
have a fighting chance in an in- 
creasingly dangerous world. My 
answer is, "yes they do!" I know 
many youngsters who have 


proven that difficult ciry yt 


stances need not stop someone 
from succeeding in life. I offer 
the example of a young man who 


Caruthers left home, stayed 
briefly with a friend, then became 
homeless, living on the street in 
whatever shelter he could find 
and finally dropped out of school. 
He eventually received help from 
a trusted adult friend, who opened 
his home to Caruthers and re-en- 
rolled him in school. 

Caruthers now maintains a B 
average and doesn't miss a day of 
school. His teachers and mentor 
are convinced of his great poten- 
tial. So am I. 

Caruthers’ inner strength is 
tremendous. Too many would 
have given up and pursued a life 
on the streets, But it's not for 
Caruthers. "I don't want to end up 
like everybody else, selling drugs 
or in jail somewhere," he says. "I 
decided I want to do something 
with my life and keep my head 


Some council members got

Ralph A. Harris, Sth ward and 
Talmadge who voted for herself 

Robinson could not be 
reached for comment so it's any- 
body's guess how and for whom 
he would have voted. What is 
certain is Mayor Cooper was left 
with the residue of egg on his 
face. 

It is also reported that Blake 
did herself in when her list of 
proposed appointments of coun- 
cilmembcrs to ‘stipend’ positions 
was distributed before the meet- 
ing. The list allegedly included 
mostly newcomers allied with the 
Mayor to the jobs that pay extra.

Maybe the Mayor's actions on 
the eve of a day when everybody 
was thinking ‘happy new year' 
was the wrong time to send out 
signals for a change. Now he 
knows. 

More importantly, political 
eyes will be trained on East Or- 
ange where the going is always 
tough for elected officials and 
since becoming mayor, Cooper's 
star has been rising rapidly with 
his close ties to state (Governor 


Florio's office) and county 
(Democratic Chairman Ray 
Durking) power structures. 


But with Quilla Talmadge in 
as Council President even though 
she was allegedly not the Mayor's 
choice and with one of the new- 
comers, Councilwoman Mary
